photograph. 

Website Redesign - www. gatewaytola.org is in process of being redesigned and will go ‘live’ 
early in January. Design incorporates new photography, brochure, area maps, and links to 
member properties. 

Newsletter Redesign - The newsletter is being redesigned to incorporate new photography and 
a continuity with the destination brochure. 1 st quarter issue to be mailed by end of January. 
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Video - Video production is ongoing. New film to be short of office buildings and parking 
operations. Estimated completion of video - February. 


5. DESTINATION MARKETING BROCHURE 

Michael Krouse, LA Inc., unveiled the final draft of the new destination brochure. Suggestions 
from Gateway members included making a separate map / points of interest handout, inserting 
a picture of the Theme Building at LAX. 

6. AIRPORT HOSPITALITY ENHANCEMENT ZONE ORDINANCE UPDATE 

• Larry Eisenberg reported that LACCD is working with HNTB on the concept design for 
the new campus / conference center. Hollywood CPR will be moving and the property 
cleared for temporary classroom structures. LACCD is working on workforce training 
curriculum with AFL-CIO, and with Southwest College and Harbor College to include a 
culinary training program. LACCD is in discussions with L&R Group regarding 
parking deman.
